Young Byrne expired with his grlrfKi 
stricken father. John Byrne, a Clv.l 
war veteran, at his bedside. Brave a.s 
was the young soldier's fight again at 
death. It was hopeless from the start. 
Burled beneath a mass of struggling 
players In the Harvard-Army gam.« 
yesterday, his neck was twLvted and 
broken by the weight of the crushing 
pile above him and he u-us p^ked up 
with every ner\’o of his body except 
thoee of hU- head and face helpless 
to borfoiTn Iheir functions.

Cause of Soldier's Djnth. 


Only the Immediate resort to arti¬ 
ficial respiration kept the boy from 
almost instant death, for he did not 
draw a natural breath after receiving 
the fatal shock. Surgeons were utvablf 
to make a complete examination Issk 
night on ncoount of his ciitlcoj condi¬ 
tion and opinion varied as to whether 
a blow on the spine or on the solar 
plexus caused the paralysis. But X- 
ray photugraphs CxUcen after hla death 
rsvealed a dislocation between the first 
and second cervical vertebrae, ciuslrig 
the first vertebrae to be thrown for¬ 
ward. pressing against and probably 
resulting In a leolon In thoso ner\‘c cen¬ 
ters of the msdulLa oblongata, which 
govern the respiratory muscles. This 
caused the natural process of breathing 
to cease allogethcw and the artificial 
means of respiration resorted to was all 
that kept the Injured cadet oJlve until 
this rooming. No autopsy was held 
aside from the X-ray examination.

Funeral To Be Held To-day. 


Byrne's father bore the shock of the 
fatality >vtth fortitude. Byrne's moth¬ 
er reached here at 8:30 o'clock this 
momlng. 

Funeral services will be held to-mor¬ 
row In the Catholic chapel at the post, 
where the body was taken this sfter- 
nodn. A cadet guard has been posted 
at the chapel and details of young sol¬ 
diers win watch over the body until 
after the services to-morrow. 


Full Military Honors. 


The funeral will be conducted with 
full military honors. Mgr. C O 
O'Keefe. In charge of the Catholic 
chapels In this \iclulty, will officHte. 

The effect whjch the accident might 
have upon the remainder of the foot¬ 
ball schedule was discussed to-day.

Meana-hlle the current of life at the 
arndsmy had almost ceased. The res- 
er\*atlon was transformed Into a lodge 
of gorpow and grief found Its expres- 
sfnn In countless wayn.

Cox, who Is Acting Govem- 
or, at Frankfort. In the temporary ab¬ 
sence of Gov. Willson.

LexingtoA Company Ordered. 


Acting Gov. Cox at bnce communicate 
ed with Adjt. Gen, Johnston and the 
latter to-night ordered the r„exlngton 
company of the State Guard Into oerv- 
;ce to cover the Breathitt county situa¬ 
tion throughout the day of election and 
so long as the servicos of the inlUtary 
may be required.

Follows Reign of Terror. 


The calling out of the troops to-night 
followed a mgn of torror here PYlday 
and t^aturday of last wvck. An armed 
of m^n, alleging that they feared 
Ntiud in ^fSe eieetlon. forcibly eetaed the 
official ballots Friday and curried them 
to a remote port of the county, where 
they defied arrest at the hands of Bher- 
IfT Crawford and a posee for some lima. 
Yesterday, following a raid, in which 
hundreds of armed men supporting tiio 
Redwlnea or Democratic ticket, took 
possession of the courthouj^e and threat¬ 
ened serious trouble pending the oon- 
iroversy over possession of the ballots, 
a truce w'os entered Into which It was 
thought would end hoatlllUes. It ap¬ 
pears. however, that both sides In the 
contest are suspicious of each other 
and feared that the compromise terms 
agreed upon would not be respected. 
Judge Adams thereupon asked for 
troops.

The task of counting the gold, however. 
Is easy, compared to that of conniina 
the silver. The trust funds <x>ntaJn 
near half a billion of silver t^ollars. 
The handling of the bags of silver Is 
a laborious task and requires the serv- 
lees of many strong-armed laborers, 
each bag weighing about sixty pounds. 

l>he coupling of the silver and gold 
coin Is simplified by reason of the fact 
that it Is done by w’elghing the bags 
of metal. If any bag is found short 
of w’elght or ovftwelgUt an inveatiga- 
tlon U mgde.

Lent Wa Forget 

This subject has tK»efi discussed before, 
but aa you go to tho imllji lo-morrow 
do not forget that the so-called Bos- 
worth-Wyatt" amendmapt. otherwise 
known as the good roads amondnient. 
is a nonpolttlcal measure looking 10 the 
tnauguratlun of a liberal good roads 
pollc>* in Kentucky. 

This Is one point at which persons of 
oppoHlte views as to which of the two 
political parties Is worthy of support 
may meet and shake hands. 

Arguments in favor of road Improve¬ 
ment are countless and convincing 
There Is no, argument against r'>i#l 
building save that which comes from 
the taxpayer who erroneously regards 
aJl forma of taxation as burdens put 
upon the property owner without suilf- 
clent cause. No one who has given 
the good roads problem thoughtful at- 
t<uition and inteHlgent consideration o^n 
doubt for a moment that good roads 
are dividend paj'crs to the farmer as 
well as a convenience to persons who 
use the highways for pleasure. It Is 
not necessary' to dw'etl at length upon 
the economic value of roads over which 
heavy loads may be hauled from the 
farm to the market every day In the 
year. ^ 

Tho Hosworth-Wyatt amendment it 
a measure upon which Democrats and 
Republicans are agreed. The last Gen¬ 
eral Assembly passed aImo«t unani¬ 
mously tho bill providing for the 
change in tho State Constitution to re¬ 
move obstacles which stand In the way 
of raising the necessary funds for rood 
building.

would bring about the drainage of mil* 
Hons of acres of valuable lands along 
the Mississippi Valley. In respsci to 
this n»tier of drainage an official of 
the Lakes-to-the-Oulf *l>eap Waterway 
Association la on record as expressing 
the belief that waterway Improvement 
from tha lakes to the gulf would be a 
wlw undertaking and n good Invost- 
a\rnt If never m boat were run upon 
Its channel. 

The people of Chicago and Illinois, 
who have shown their faith in the deep 
waterway project by their works, may 
feel some disappointment because tho 
President*! enthusiasm over river Im¬ 
provements la not as great as their 
own. Chicagoans are used to doing 
things first and considering them 
afterwnrds. They will hardly be oon- 
lent with any delay In a matter which 
they feel to be of such great Impor¬ 
tance. They are not likely to be en¬ 
tirely pleased with the President's ut¬ 
terances. Pending the completion, 
howevbr, of that praotlcal plan on 
which tho President Insists, the Illi¬ 
noisans might appropriately turn their 
attention to "l^nclo Joo" Cannon. If 
they cannot convert him—and that 
seeine a hojMleas task—4hey might put 
him out of pollticai business and thus 
help the cause of river Improvement 
and earn the gratitude of the country 
at largo. 


Taft Clears the Haze. 

President IHtft has settled all doubts 
as to his position regarding river Im¬ 
provement. If his remarks on the sub¬ 
ject In hla several speeches on the 
Mississippi voyages were rather be¬ 
fogging. his address at New Orleans 
clears the hoxe of dubiousness that had 
permeated the minds of some of his 
haarer.«. As he said at Cairo he Is for 
the Ohho River first And tie is for 
tho Mississippi Improvements whenever 
a pnactlcal plan Is settled upon. He 
thkiks the need and the possibilllles 
of Ohio River Improvement ha%*e been 
demonstrated and he is in favor of 
proceeding with the work. Two para¬ 
graphs of his address In New Orleans 
fairly embody tho essence of his re¬ 
marks: 

Now I think that we have solved the 
question of the navigation of Ch® Ohio 
River, for the purpose of Improving tho 
trade of that rlvt-r: and if you are going 
to make the Mississippi a valuable stream, 
you have got to depend on the feeders of 
lligt stream, of which the Ohio la to-day 
far and away the most Important, 

It will cost K3.000.000. I am Sn favor 
of going at>ead with Uiat which has been 
determlnsd to be useful and Isstfmg bopds 
and building these Improvemenis. 1 am 
not 111 favor of delaying the M.Ualsstpid 
litver Improvement until the Ohio tm- 
provement Is completed, but 1 am In 
favor of finding out what you ought to 
do In the MlsiUsippt River succinctly, and 
knowing what It wilt cost before you go 
In and spend all your money. " 

That is sufficiently explicit for any¬ 
body to understand aqd It Is a very 
just gnd reajonable altitude for the 
President to assume. Tiiat It Is emi¬ 
nently satisfactory ^ to the people of 
the Ohio Valley goes without saying. 
It may not bo quite so comforting to 
the advrM:ates of the Lakes-to-the- 
Gulf deep waterway, many of whom 
are Impatient to see results of their 
campaign, but the President makes It 
plain lhat he does .rtnt think there 
should be any delay In undertaking It— 
wheneve'r a concrete i^heme of better¬ 
ment la agix-ed upon. To the promoters 
of tho fcnirieen-foot channel he says: 

It Is the question, what can you do. 
how* much will It coat, how long will It 
take, and whaf will it result In? Now, 
when you sddress yourselves to this body 
of men (Congress) and tr<rat It as a mere 
question of iransportatlort on a profitable 
basis. 1 have not the slightest doubt that 
you will reach a solution Uml will appeal 
to thoss who bavs lb® responsibility of 
voting the money for Uie Government and 
that you w*lU gel what you dealre in a 
measursM® Unve." 

The President is right In saying the 
Ohio River should tome first. That 
propdsltlon was tacitly agreed to by 
the commissioners w'ho Investigated 
the Mlaslsslppl- project. If CVi;igross 
can be brought to recognize the utility 
of Improving the Ohio the Improx'e- 
inent of the Mississippi will follow as 
k natural consequence. There Is no 
doubt that all-the-year-sc/>und navi¬ 
gation on the Ohio would bripg a tre¬ 
mendous and enduring traffic. There 
is wnall cause for believing that ilk® 
conditions w'ould not obtain on the 
MlssUslppl with ^fourteen feel through 
tho valley. Chicago believes It. else 
sh® would not have built the great 
drainage canal to Lockport with a 
view to Its ultimate connection with 
the Inland waterway system. Illinois 
believes It or she would not have voted 
220 . 00 u ,000 to. extend that canal to 
Utica, a distance of sixty miles, on the 
Illinois River.. 

That a great waterway beginning at 
the lakes anfl mdU^ at the gulf, wldi 
the grttal city of Chicago at one end 
and tho great city of New Orleans at the 
other, would compel and command an 
enormous traffic is so self-evident as 
to be apparent to any person of ordi¬ 
nary understanding. That such a 
waterway will be a necessity when the 
Panama t'anal Is opened to the world 
hardly adn^iia of discussion. That it 
is already needed to moet tho com¬ 
mercial demands of the country la the 
sincere beliff of the men wiio are ad¬ 
vocating It. Bucb a waterway would 
have other advaniag&s aside from lf& 
valuo ojs an avenuo of transportation.

Tho Hypocritao. 

Upon the pretext that It is virtuous, 
and upon tho plea that It la respeota- 
ble, the Grlnstead admin la tratlop sends 
up a Macedonian cry to tho white 
voters of Louisville to add enough to 
the strength It boosts in negro votes 
to renorw Us huuie upon the city offlcee. 
Falstaff w'tnked when he declared that 
there was no virtue extant save that 
arhlch he possessed. Sir John was leas 
hjrfiocrltlcal than our nolghbors at the 
City Hail, and he had, wUhal, a aen®e 
o( humor. w*hich Is a saving grace In 
a villain. The Grinsteod machine, foul 
with tlie mire of extremely "prooticaj" 
politico, proclolfning Itaelf by the 
stench of the protected negro blind 
tiger and gambling dive, trailing the 
livery of refortn in the dirt, is 
equally Without a sense of humor and 
without a sense of shame. It solemnly 
asks respectable persons to cast their 
blLUots to perpetua.(e an organisation 
that represents every element that the 
real reformer is pledged to war agalnsL 
The smugness of the Qrlnatead ma¬ 
chine calls to mind these words of oon- 
demnation passed upon hypoerttos 
some time ago: 

"You that would sell no man mustard u> 
his beef on (he Bahbatb. yal sold hj’poc* 
rtsy all your kfedme." 

This. In a schtence. writes the' his¬ 
tory of a so-called "reform** movement 
In Louisville w'hloh has ’now and again 
rallied to Its banners thoroughly re- 
spei'table gentlemen; gentlemen ear¬ 
nestly Interested In wbat has been 
represented to them oa an effort 
to elevate city politics to a better 
plane, and xvash a sinful city In an 
antiseptic solution composed of disin¬ 
terested motives and high ideals. But 
the faJi of Mr. Grlnatead, a man of 
reape<4abUlty and standing in bualneBS, 
Into the mire of practical politics, 
shows plainly enough that the foroes 
behind psuedo reform are afrongcr 
than the backbone of the respectable 
business men who are choeen for thejr 
respectability as figurehead.*. 

There is a not uninteresting, and not 
uninspiring, popular dranm of the day 
called "The Man of The Hour" In which 
the respectable man selected as the 
figurehead of a corrupt and aonsclcnce. 
less political machine, eecured the of¬ 
fice of Mayor and. repudla>tlng the 
"boeses'* who nominatS^d him, declin¬ 
ed to be a party to franchise gnihbing. 
When "The Man of The Hour" was 
presented In Louisville early In Mayor 
Grinstead's admtidstra/tlon the Mayor 
and other city officers were Invited to 
alt In a box and applaud the hero. 
They did so», and there were, perhaps,, 
persons In the audience who saw In 
Mayor Grlnsteud the man of tho hour 
In Louisville. Subsequent develop¬ 
ments proved him tho man of the poli¬ 
ticians, the man of the telephone mo¬ 
nopolists. the man of the protected 
dives, the mon-anxlous-for-another- 
turm, but no‘ a man of the hour, and 
not the knight errant of reform, of civ¬ 
ic liberty, of the purification of politics. 

There are two oogent reasons why 
"reform" In Louisville by Republicans 
has spelled naught but hypocrisy hunt¬ 
ing office and cant ke<»plng up a hullo- 
bnUto In print tn the hop# of sharing 
the spoils of victory. The first reason 
Is that the Democratic party, although 
not an organisation of winged angels, 
has never been as wicked as It has been 
painted by a press whose only hope of 
defeating It lies In beating up a fol¬ 
lowing that will vote with the negro 
population and make Republican a city 
which la ovcrw'helmlngly DemocraUc 
when only the white population Is con¬ 
sidered- The second reason Is that no 
ticket represerrtJng real reform has 
over been put forward In Lou1irvlll«*. 
The disinterested voter has never had 
an opportunity to cast his ballot for 
nomlneea more respectable, and more 
mUKam for the up-llft than tho men 
put forward by tho other political 
party. 

It U sometimes said In tho street 
that the reason w'hy a real reform 
ticket cannot be put In the field by the 
"reformers*' Is that a too thoroughly 
respectable list of nominees would not 
win the sympathy <if the voters. If it 
Is granted that this is true there la but 
one explanation. It would bo folly to 
hold that the indopenclem vote, which 
Is considerable, would not go to a 
ticket so made up as to be unassailable. 
If It Is necessary for the reformers to 
compromise with the disreputable ele- 
incnt In advance of thb election It fol- 
loWH as nlghl follows day that*there 
Piin be no reform after the Republicans 
get In office, and more rs)>ecially when 
th«y are striving to rrnuUn In office. 
This ho® been amply Illustrated during 
the course of the Orlnstcad adiniais- 


trotlon. This administration lift* 
up In a gesture of plely, soiled , 
hands, and prays for another term 
tn office. It oaks for another oppor¬ 
tunity to cement relations with fran¬ 
chise grafters, and to use the police 
to protect th® blind tlg».*rs patronised 
by tho race which comc(iitutes the body, 
and a gtx^ deal of the soul, of the Re¬ 
publican iMLrty south of the Mason and 
Dixon line. 

Tho Courier-Journal has been oo- 
cused of pessimism (>y well mooning 
but 111 informed persona, bocauM it has 
not expected to see the Ideals of the 
real reformer Uioroughly realized tn the 
city government, or In any other form 
of govemmeni. during the present pe¬ 
riod of the development of American 
olvHlzatlon.

It has no 
Interest In the results of elections, city. 
State, or NadonaJ, save that of an im¬ 
partial student of politlcsJ conditions, 
and the advocate of men and measures 
wTilch, In Its Independent Judgment, 
represent the greatest promise of per¬ 
manent benefit to iho greatest number 
of the people. If the Courier-Journal 
has never prophesied Che beginning of 
the millennium as the certain result of 
the defeat of one political organisation 
and tho victory of another, it has 
always token Ks choice between evils 
after mature oonsldemtion, and as a 
result of the possession of Information 
and experience not always boosied 
visionary persons w'^ho expect of human 
Institutions something more than hu¬ 
man purity. It has. upon occasion, set 
Its face and Ks weight against office 
holders wearing the loibid of the Dem¬ 
ocratic party. If the present election 
were a contest between Virtue and 
yulainy, tho Oourler-Journ^'s choice 
of the respectable ticket would bo 
made without any regard to party em-, 
blcma It*li^not because Mr. Head is 
a Democrat and Mr. Orinotcad a Re- 
pubtlcan, but because the Democratic 
ticket, w'hlch Is clean.

The ireatnienl” Is applied after It has 
been fAclswl In the oars for Bblpm<*nt 
It may tjion ^be hauled two dr three 
thousaiMl miles and will retain Its per¬ 
fect flavor. 

A precoollng plant at Roseville, CaL. 
has a capacity of forty cars every two 
hours and a similar plant has been built 
at Colton. Experiments have been con¬ 
ducted for many years, but shippers and 
railroad officlala believe the cooling 
process meana^an end to their troubles, 
so far aa looses by apolllirg ore con¬ 
cerned. and that purchasers of''Call 
fomia fruK hereafter * will enjoy It ^In 
all its mature glory and dellcioueness. 

There Is nothing more disappointing 
than to purchase fruit which la fair and 
pleasing to the eye and find It tnstpld 
to tho palate. The purchase naturally 
feels that the outward promise should 
be made goodly the Inward flavor, but 
not Infrequently thei^ Is such an utter 
absence of the distinctive arc»ma and 
taste as to* make the California pear, 
grape, peach, or whatever It may be. 
no more, pleasing or satisfying than the 
Dead Sea apples of old which turned 
to ashes on the lips. • « 

Lovers of^the products of California's 
orchards and vlqeyards and gardens win 
fondly hope that the precoollng plant 
may be able to deliver the goods.

It 
mroiie simply the yoke of service. The 
achle\*rmenta of the Ameriran man are 
maghincent in all the general depart¬ 
ments of human acilvlfy. oxoegft, per- 
hopii. in the church. He la thoroughly 
)X>ked up with business, with literature, 
with nolHlca and wltli nordlclne or law, 
b'»it ar^ve all he needs to bo yoked In the 
Kingdom of Go<|. 

**h\ 3 r one thing, be nerds to be thor¬ 
oughly yoked with the ministry. U was 
an unfortunate day fer the church of 
Christ when the dloilnollon crept in be¬ 
tween the clerg\' and • the laity. The 
clergy gradually became an ofliclml caste, 
wfth sprciiil privileges, who were made 
4he custodiana of the gmee of God for 
the rest of mankind. The ialty rapidly 
became subject to the Clergy and hold 
aloof from the actlvlUea of the Kingdom. 
In the New Testament all were pceaohera 
of the Gospel. Not. of course, tliat all 
were ordained, but preaching w'oa not 
necessarily condned to men who were of¬ 
ficial "olerg>-men.'* ' 11 was purtkUaited 
hn by all men rver> where wi»> wore be¬ 
lievers in Christ and In earnesL It hM 
come about in modem times that the 
women of the congregation are, as a rule, 
more smloua than men in the orilvltlfa 
of the church. Dr. O. P. Glftord has 
given a parody of a familiar sianoa of 
poetry which indicates the lack on the 
part of men la Ohrletlan effort: • 

" Tn the world's field of tmttla. 

In the bivouac of life. 

It ia found that the average Chrlallan 
la repreeented by hla wife- 

This* of course, la not an ideal state 
of affairs, and ought to be overcome. The 
beat way to overcome It Is for men to 
yoke ihemaelvea in the church and in 
the work of the Kingdom.

Help the Freacher. 


'T wish to name several of the needs 
in particular that the layman can sup¬ 
ply For one thing* he should supple¬ 
ment the preacher's work. The preacher 
cannot do everything. The crymg neetl 
of the church to-day la team work and 
the team spirit, Ther preacher Is simply 
the captain of the team, ahd the laymen 
are the members of the team. Tnuiiirine 
a case: Suppose the center fielder In a 
game of baseWll were to see the man at 
the hat send a fly ball high Into the sir 
in his direction, and Instead of sprintins 
to catch It. he should lie dowm on the 
grass luxurioualy. chew a straw and 
watch the ball curve through the air and 
strike the ground not for away. What 
do you suppose would happen to him 
within a short time as a member of that 
hall team? Suppose any man on a foot- 
holl team should *11# down.* aa we say. 
when the gome was at its most strenuous 
stage and ail help was needed? You see 
at once w^hat I mean. There ia no place 
on an earnest team for a man who has 
not the team spirit. This Is exactly the 
aituatlon in hundreds of churches. There 
is no team spirit, and the yoking up of 
the layman with the pastor will give It.

’After all. the efliciency of a churrh is 
its real test. Can it do the thing It wa« 
meant to do? Just as the test or a knife 
Is not the brand fitamr>ed on It. nor the 
shape of It. nor the number of blades It 
has. but solely the edge of the blade—so 
with the olturch. Has It the apeciaJ edge? 
Will ft cut? Is the real test. 

•‘One*of the greatest needs of the King¬ 
dom of God to-day Is the American spirit 
of inlMatlve. A layman who was deacon 
In a prominent church In the East used 
to express hlF Impatience at the whole- 
heartM manner In which rnauy business 
men pul themselves Into business and the 
half-hearted manner In w’hlch they put 
themselves into Christian work. A suc¬ 
cessful business man once exi«1ain«|1 hla 
success thus; Raid he: "1 succeed in 
what I undertake by being a whole man 
tg one thing etl a time," 

Pro g r e gfs Distinguishos Man. 
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“Another thing Is that the Ameriran 
spirit of fn-owth and progress be pul Into 
our chur^r and Christian work. Prtrgrefs 
la characteristic of man as distinguished 
from the lower animsls. ’Build ye more 
stately mansions O my soul.' has alwaya 
been his motto, we are discontented with 
had hospitals, and we are diacontented 
with bad streeta. and we are disc'ontentrd 
with Inrfllcient cltj’ Governments ana 
with out-of-date buslnesa methods. We 
seem to he diecontenled with everythliut 
under the heavens except our Christian 
achievement. Our great need Is that this 
tame spirit of dlscon|gntment sluili be put 
Into tilts department also. 

"Than a great need Is the .American 
spirit of achievement Americana believe 
tney can do anytiilng. which is a very 
wholesome sentiment, and If It can l>e ^ut 
Into our church work It will be of Incal- 
eulable vslue. 1^ la possible for the lay¬ 
man to add Immeasurably to the Mjccesa 
of his pastor and his church. A veiy fine 
editorial was recently In a Presbj'terlan 
paper—I think ll was The Interior, of Chi¬ 
cago—on the subject. ’When the Pastor 
Falls IXiwn.' The |>olnt of dhe editorial 
was tl.al the pastor cap't do everything. 
That in aome thln^ others must do what 
ho cannot do. and In answer to the query.

Admonishes Voters To V'ote For Whom The>' Please At 
the Election. Put Under a Good Inspiration. 


Dr. El L. Powell, poator of the First 
Christian church, delivered his regular 
monthly sermon at Mocaulvy'a Theater 
last night. The subject of his diacourscY 
waa "Beginning at Jerusalem, or th.' 
QoapcI of iho City.*' Tho real them© 
around which all his argument hung 
was the place of the preacher In the 
church and in the world nnd how far 
should he go in tha exposition of the 
Goapel of Jeaus Christ. Dr. Powell In 
concluding hla sermon admonished oil 
to go to the polls Tuesday and vote 
under the Inspiration of the Gospel and 
for whom he please. The sermon In 
full follows: 

I tvad aa our text the forty-seventh 
verse of the last chapter of Luke'a goo- 
pel. '"And that repentance and remlssiun 
of sins should bo preached in Hla Name 
among all nations, beginning at Jerusa¬ 
lem.’’ 

I have aeWted aa a theme "Beginning 
at JeruBalem " or "The Gospel and the 
City." It ia a algnitlcant foci that the 
flrar. gospel |emion waa preacned m Jeru- 
aalem. it la furthermore of remaraablc 
fntereat that Jeaua imposed upon Hla dis¬ 
ciples the command to Inaugurate their 
campaign of worldwide evangellaatlon In 
Jerusalem. The city la strategic. LK-ause 
It Is the center of population. Therf la no 
more fascinating study than our modern 
City. Its multitudinous life, its throbbing 
arteries of trade, its factories and siiopa. 
Its aemples and theatera its churches and 
schools, its saloons and brothels, its con¬ 
trasts and extrenvra In character ami con- 
dltlon. its politics. Its lights and shadows. 
Its oomcdlca and tragedies—ail of these 
mak.e a inckat fascinating study from the 
merely superficial and spei'tacular 'stand¬ 
point. But to the earnest student the city 
presents Itself as demanding tho solution 
of all the problems,, social and Industrial, 
of political and religious life. Here the 
problems are marohaied and ooncentrated 
and niiide vivid. Wo have the problems of 
the nation In facing the probiema of the 
city. We have here the i»rvbl-m of capi¬ 
tal and labor.* tho problem of sanitation, 
the problem of child labor, the problein of 
honest government, the problem of crimi¬ 
nal claas«-a. and among all these problems 
the problem of the Church. It plaoe. Us 
nieaoage. its peculiar work. Its limitations. 
Its rights and privileges In the commu¬ 
nity.

Mossago of tho Preacher. 

X am led to this loot remark In view 
of the very general comment made of late 
upon the ploi'e and poaKion and meaaage 
of the preacher or messenger of the 
churches In the community. 

There hss been furnished to be in a 
recant speech what really ought to have 
been given aa oui^ text. Th«* question 
which 1 seek to ajiawrer In this eermon 
concerns the adequacy of the gospol of 
Joaus Christ for the city. Has the church 
a message for the cltyT Ought that mes¬ 
sage to be procialmca by Uie preacher? 
Is that nieaaage limited and contracted In 
lu nature and charaotor? Is it full 
enough, high enough, deep enough, broad 
enough for the needs of society and the 
world? 

,There are many eamest man who be¬ 
lieve that (he modern preacher is tran- 
acendlng hla privileges and going very 
much beyond hla duties in encroaching lu 
any w'lae upon matters that are denomi¬ 
nated secumr and poUtIcai. I have here a 
clipping from a gentleman who delivered 
an address last night in which with veiy 
great earnestness no deoioros: "fAi. Paul, 
the greatest of all preachers since Christ, 
In wTiUng to tba church at Corinth, which 
was at the^tlme one of the wickedest and 
moat dissolute cities of the world, said 
(First Corinthinns. second chapter, verso 
2): ‘For I am detemtined not to ^now* 
anything among you save Jestia Christ 
and Him crucilied.' Paul thought thia sin¬ 
gle tlw!?mA of Christ and Him crucihed was 
subject enough to absorb hla Intellect, his 
heart, hla genius and his energies. He 
said nothing in his lwbl**r to the church 
at Corinth as to whether' Mr. Julius, 
Mr. Aurelius, Mr. Morrus or Mr. Justus 
would make the better Judge. Paul had 
only one message—'Christ, Christ, Christ.' 
He embarked In no polttical contests 
oJther omo^st the heathen or Chris¬ 
tians."

Accepts the DeclsxatioiL 


this gctpel one mu»l soy, In parrot-like 
fashion. Jesus died. Jesus was hurle<l. 
Jesus rose again. Jesus ascended to 
Heaven? Would that he preaching the 
tacts of li.a gospel? What idea would 
you get, from that of its meaning nnct 
gk»ry anVl majesty or self-sacrifice? What 
particular thought would the mere re¬ 
cital of the facta convey to you In some 
hour of temptation when you needed mo¬ 
tive power sufTicient to enable you to 
s\st that temptation? Certainly, preach 
the facts, but preach the facts In such 
a way as that they, shall be rblgted to 
Mfe. and. hence, the second department 
of the guspel. If 1 may so call ti—nanieiy, 
that widen concerns Itself with princi¬ 
ples.

DtMils With All Thin^ 


I cannot conceive of any relationships in 
life which the principles of the gospel do 
not have to do with. TaJte the Golden 
Rule enunciated by the Master Himself 
The principle of Justice laid down in the 
Golden Rule has to do with Justice in the 
home. Justice In business, Justice in po- 
iltlcmi life. Justice in the State. Justice 
in the nation. Justice ever>'^’her«. It ellh- 

S r box to do with all of life, or ll has to 
o with no part of life. It either has to 
do with men in all their relations—social. 
Industrial, political, reUgious or what-not 
—or It has not to do witn the isolaied In¬ 
dividual. There cannot be Justice save 
08 there be society. If Justice concerns 
Itself with society, is it not Incumbent In 
the proclamation of the Golden Rule to 
emphasize the imperative claim of Jus¬ 
tice? Paul believed that he would know 
nothing among the Corinthians save Jesus 
Chriti and Htm cruclNfd, but he pot a 
large construction upon his own wordss if 
we are to Interpret hts preaching In the 
light of the epistles which he has given 
to mankind. Read the epistles of Paul 
He concerns hiraself with the duty and 
responsibility of onice-bearers. There is 
no stronger word of responsibility so far 
aa a public ofliclal is concerned than that 
enunciated by Paul, the apostle, the man^ 
who declared he would know nothing 
save Jesus Christ and Him cruclfled. 
Read those epistles. There Is no grander 
plea for liberty—spiritual liberty, but lib¬ 
erty In all the relationg of life, under, the 
splrtl and domination of Jeaus Christ— 
there Is no higher nloa for liberty than 
that of the Auntie Paul tn hts wonderful 
letter to the Galations.

P\jr one, I accept that decl*ration, l 
belleo'e tlvst the preacher of the Gospel 
of Jesua Christ bos absolutely no higher 
privilege tlan the proclamation of Jesus 
Clirkit and Him crucined. 1 wonder If 
the speaker thought of the comprehen¬ 
sive character of that aiatement! The 
•preticher 1« called upon to preach Jesus 
Christ, and In preaching Jesus L’hrist 
to proclaim as well His crucifixion. To 
preach (Moses is to preach all that is as¬ 
sociated with the mind and apjrlt and 
teachings of Moses. To preoch Jesus 
Christ ia to bring a mesoage to men which 
describes the circumference nnd pierces 
tho diameter of human existence. Have 
you ever studied what Jesus Christ oald? 
Have you ever thought aertwisly u|ion 
the meaning of tho principles which He 
enunciated in their relailona to all of life 
and to ever)’ department of Ife? Has It 
ever occunre<l to >*ou that when a man 
tella you that a preacher must limit him¬ 
self to the proclanialion of Jeaus Christ 
and Him cnictfled he is giving him a sea 
over which to sail that Is boumled only 
by the horizon and the bright stars of

J accept that declaration. I believe 
that one who claims to be a minister of 
the Gospel has in the preaching of Jesus 
Christ and Him crucified all of the lib¬ 
erty to deal with all lluit pertains to hu¬ 
man life and human ^experience.

Gospel Defined. 


The Gospel consists of certain concrete, 
dalinlle facts which, if one is a preacher 
of the Gorpei. he must proclaim. It con¬ 
sists of a number and multitude of prin¬ 
ciples wliich. If one is a preacher of the 
Gospel, he must apply to life. It consists 
of certain radiant ideals which, if one 
Is a preaclser of the Gospel, he must hold 
up before men os a constant "source of 
inspiration and endeavor. Fkets. princi¬ 
ples. ideals—these make up the Gospel of 
Joaus Christ, and the man who loses sight 
of either the fact* or the principles or the 
kloois Is preaching an emasculated Gos¬ 
pel. 

What are the facts of the Gospel? Paul 
declared them to be the death of Christ, 
the burial of Christ, the resurrection of 
Christ, the enthronement of Christ. One 
who is a mitilsier of the gost»el must pro¬ 
claim these facts. But he must proclaim 
these facts as having relation to life and 
to character as well as to destiny. 

Buppose one should say to me "You 
must preach os your theme on the sky." 
Wr>’ well. I i»egln the sermrai by l•llltMC 
you that the word ’*sky" is composed of 
three letters I name those letters, i 
bring before you the relationship of those 
letters to the entire alphabet Have 1 
preaclied on the sky?

conolltuent parts. Are we to be given to 
understand that In order to even preach 


Now ought not a preacher to apply the 
pr'iswlples of the gospel to specific eases 
w! those specltlc cases concern the 
genoral w'eaJ? I would not undertake, os 
a minister, to name on Individual who 
has violate<l the principles of Jeeus 
Christ, and to bring him, for the pur¬ 
poses of condemnation, before a com¬ 
munity. but when a man becomes a pub¬ 
lic ofTicInl he Is the Individual multiplied 
by the communtly. He is siniq;>ly the 
organ through which the conimunfly Is 
getting Itself uttered. He stands there in 
his public capacity as a cellecUve per* 
aon. Ills Individuality has perished, and 
since preaching is a public function and 
concerns Itself with the jpubllCT bringing 
a message to the public, if anyw’here the 
principles of Jesus Christ should be ap¬ 
plied it o«ight to be in the cose of any 
public ofTicUJ w'ho may have failed, 
whether honestly or disnoneatly. In the 
performance of hie duty and In the dis¬ 
charge of hts responsibility. 

1 do not see. my friends, how It can be 
regarded as Incongruous or incompatible 
with the solemn duties and responslblll- 
tlee of a minister of the gospel to apply 
the principles of Jesus Christ to all of 
life 

There are emergencies when he must be 
as n steward of the mysteries of grace of 
Ood. There are emergencies when he 
.must speak with apparent pla<lnness and 
bluninesa and in tinrolatakable frankneas. 
^Vbftlever concerns the moral welfare of 
the city Is something that must be dealt 
with by the man who stands up before 
the people professedly os a prophet of 
truth and of righleouanees. 

And so. take the matter of Ideals. The 
gospel concerns Itself with ideals. It 
bVings before us the far-off glory that la 
to be In the picture of the New Jerusa¬ 
lem coming down from Ood out of 
heaven adorned os a bride for her hut- 
hamL You have there the ideal of a 
perfected and redeemed humanity. It 
will come some day. It Is far off It Is 
remote. Certainly one must speak to 
this weary old world of the glory that la 
to be. of all that enters Into the word 
"heaven" with tls mystery and its magic 
and its music and Hs glory*. ^ 

What Are tho Preacher’s Bounds? 


But, In the meantime, there are Ideals 
to be realized here and now, with which 
the gospel concerns Itself, and If. for in¬ 
stance. I should stand here and gnake a 

C lea for a nonpartisan Judiciary, would I 
e departing very far from the procla¬ 
mation of the principle laid down by 
Jeaus Christ, who refused to occupy the 
posh ton of a Judge, but BTio Immedi¬ 
ately laid down the rule, one might say, 
by which n nonpartisan Judge should be 
governed? If 1 should plead for a beau¬ 
tiful city, the transforming of this city 
Into a veritable garden »pot, would 1 be 
departing front the spirt of the gospel 
of Jesus Chrlki, who from the standpi^int 
of the artist loved beauty, and who drank 
ft in os the (lower drinks In the dew— 
one who said to His disciples on one oc- 
roston as he referred to the admirable 
beauty of the flower: 'Consider the lilies, 
how they grow, they toll not. neither do 
they spin, and yet 1 say unto you that 
Rolomon In all his glory was not arrayed 
like one of these," 

To preach Ideala and those things that 
ought to be and those things th.it can 
be. as having to do with the moral and 
physical and tntellecitial wtCfare of the 
o'ty, lureiy this is a part of the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ. 

But I do not propose detaining you 
very much longer. 1 want In a general 
way to sum ud what I conceive to be 
the message of the church for the city 
»o far as the nroclamation of the Gos¬ 
pel is concerned. Of course. It Is under¬ 
stood that one must declare the Guspel 
of salvation from Individual sin, Its pow¬ 
er. its aivful dominion. To proclaim the 
Goapel of Divine forgiveness is an im¬ 
perative obligation on the part of the 
preacher 

But in large and In broad outline cer¬ 
tainly the p»*cacber la within hla province 
In igummoning mm from sin to rlghi- 
eoimfiess. Every prophet of Gk)d has 
brought this to men. The eoiil that sln- 
neth It shall die. Sin is a reuroach to 
any people. One who Is faltliful to hts 
own oenaefenre as a preacher of the 
GoM^el must summon men from sin—po¬ 
litical sin. corporate sin. Industrlai »in. 
social sin, sin of whatever sort ll may 
*be; and the more It Is virulent in Its 
relation to society the more important 
It la that he ehall summon men from that 
particular kind of sin 
• • « 

Sin Against liberty. 

The man who gets drunk does not ns'*d 
10 be threatened naif to much as the man 
who Meals a vote. TIu- miin in hlgti po¬ 
sition. knowing himself to be the orgrn 
of society, who is guilty of a wrong to 
society, is more to be reproached a.n1 
neel* more earnestly to he summoned 
from win in the name of Jesus Christ 
than the man who has made the night 
hideous with Iris drunken yells. 

The blgpcss of a slru If you are go¬ 
ing to grade sin at sll, grows upon )*ou 
In proportion to Us connections, lu reU- 
tlons. How far does it reach out? I do 
not know of any sin that reaches out fur¬ 
ther and that Is more «iamnlnK in Us 
character than a ‘sIn against liberty, a 
sin against society, a sin that affects a 
whole community, and oometlmes a whole 
State, and sometimes a whole nation. 
Certainly one is not departing from the 
spirit or Christ, or from the proclama¬ 
tion of the Goapel of Christ, wnsn he con¬ 
demns Hn. and then in the name of love 
summons men to turn from sin to right¬ 
eousness. . . .

Certainly, he would be. Any preacher 
who deaJa tn denunciation, If ho repre¬ 
sents th« class, would be a menace to 
the community, but does ht mean to say 
that because one mon turns fool and de¬ 
nounces his constituency, hl§ own church 
pcfiple. that he is represemailve of the 
preaching frotornlO’? . 

I believe, fAends. that the average 
preacher of the ip^pel in the city of 
LoulsvlUc. is conceroed / somewhat in 
bringing aboqt the condition which is 
often before seer and prophet, namely, 
the coming In of the kingdom of otir Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ, the Kingdom of 
right principles, of right Ideals, of high 
and right and honorable living. There can 
be no salvation for an Individual or for 
a community apart from morality. It is 
not Joining the church. It la not being 
baptized. It is not praying In the meet¬ 
ing. It is not making speeches on relig¬ 
ion. It is absolutely exeinpllf)-1ng In 
your life and churttct»q. Jn all of Its re¬ 
lations. the mind and will and ppirk of 
Jesus Christ. 

And eo 1 do not think that the preacher 
is one who needs to be feared os an in- 
lermeddler In political affairs. He be-< 
lieves In the ade<iuacy of the g«»spel of 
Jeaim Christ for the salvation of the 
world. He does believe that this gospid 
Is a mere abstraction until It has been 
flMed to life, and In many Instances it 
must be ntted to specific cases In life. 
esphcloJly in those lirstancea that concern 
the public weal and the public good.

Do not bale anybody because he dif¬ 
fers from you. Do not be acrimonious.

1 
soy not one w’ord us to what other men 
may do. I am slmplv tonrerned a« to 
what T must do. and that Is of very 
grave concern, what I must do In my re¬ 
lation to the community, and the same 
matter concerns you what yog must do 
—not 10 gratify a deilrc for party vic¬ 
tor)*. but to Mtisfy your conscience as 
to your duty to the community, and what¬ 
ever that la do ll. though ihe heavens 
fall. Vote for anybody you please, hut 
v»>io under the inspiration of a raoeive 
that comwrnx the public, which is some¬ 
thing Intlnltely bigger than your own 
tittle self.

Lion on account of their scriptural slm- 
pllcliy. EUler Smith preached Sunday .on 
the "Chun;h of ipe Now Teslaraent," He 
said in part: "TTie promise made by Jesiis 
Christ. ’Cpon this rock 1 will build my 
church.’ was most cerialnly fulftlled. 
Moreover. He established a perfect church 
In all its entirety fully adapted to and 
thoroughly furnished for the work he as¬ 
signed It, but owmg to the confusion Hi 
the minds of the mooses relative to the 
dliine institution designated' by the term 
'church* it becomes neceoaaxy to coJi'ab- 
tentioD to tile misconception of this vital 
matter. There are a inultipitcity of re¬ 
ligious bodies In, the world with different 
articles of faith and designated by differ¬ 
ent names to which tho term church* is 
applied os If the word of God abounded 
wiih reference to such Institutions. The 
people accustomed to such theological 
phraseology are under ih# impression that 
aJl of tliese religious bodies are either 
churv’hcs of Christ or all taken together 
oonsUtutf} the Church of God; hence it is 
extremely common to hear such religious 
denominations referred to as 'branches of 
the church.’ One is ircquently asked to 
which brunch of the church do you be¬ 
long, os If the church He eatabiiehed was 
comxio»ed of branches made up of differ¬ 
ent religious orgiuilxatlons. 

"To be sure, the Scriptures speak of 
'branches.' but no reference whatever la 
tnade to reltgioua bodies for the simple 
reaoim that no aiich things were than in 
existence. The branches referred to are 
individual members of rne church. In 
proof of this tho SaVlour says. ‘1 am the 
vino, yo (individuals) are the brunches.* 
It is an indisputable fact that when we 
open our New Testament we search Hr 
vain for a single mention of a single de¬ 
nomination in existence to-day. In fact, 
the word of Q<id. instead of bbing the 
author of denominations sects and parties 
In religion, positively condemns »such in¬ 
stitutions." In proving this. Ebler Smith 
quoted from the flrsl chapter of tho First 
C'orintian letter: "Thus." h« said, "when 
some of tho congregation at Corinth at¬ 
tempted to organise denominations they 
were severely rebuked; hence It follows 
that it is as greet a sin to belong to a 
party or denomination and wear a de¬ 
nominational name to-dny as it was in the 
ilays of the Apostles. It is, therefore n 
most stubborn fact that no one can fol¬ 
low the Wfrrd of QuiJ. believe Just what it 
soys and do Just w’hat it commands and 
become a member of a single denomlna- 
tion in Christendom.

Church of New TeatamenL 


"In order to become a member of any 
one of the religious denominations a per¬ 
son must believe things and practice 
things unauthorised by the Word of 
God, The church of the New Testament 
Is referred to as 'one body* and this onf 
body is the body of Christ, ‘For In one 
spint we are all baptized Into one body.' 
The 'on^ body* is the one church and 'He 
is the head oT that body, the church.’ 
This one body, over which Chrlit, the 
one Head, prtwides. wom never intended 
by its divine founder to be divided into 
parties or denominations. We, therefore, 
say In the language of a great student 
of God's word, "The Church of ChHai 
upon eartli Is essentially, intentionally 
and constitutionally one. consisting of all 
those tn every place that profess their 
faith in Christ and obedience to Him in 
all things according to tiia Scriptures and 
that manlfeet the same by their tempers 
and conduct, and none else can be truly 
and properly called Christians.' 

• • • 

Befers To Congregations. 

"True enough, the New Testament 
speaks of the 'churches’ of Christ Call 
the Churches of Christ snlute you’) but 
reference Is here made only to congrega- 
tlcms of disciples which were all precisely 
alike because built upon the same pattern 
of doctrine, namely, the doctrine of Christ 
and His inspired Apostles, Inasmuch, 
therefore, as denomlriatlons are not the 
product of the word of Ood and are rnii 
as religious organizations of any part of 
the body of Christ, whence came they? 
To any * unbiased student gf sacred and 
profane history, the question Is not diffl- 
cult of solution. Tpe congregations of 
disciples planted by the Apostles \ and 
evangelists of the New Testament were 
free and Ir^^ependent of each other Inso¬ 
far as snv organic law^ndlng them into 
any synod, conference, association or con¬ 
vention was concerned. Each cogregntlon 
was presided over by a plurality of b.sh¬ 
ops or overseers and each managed its 
own affairs without the dictation or Inter- 
ference of others, but In process of time 
they departed from this order. Further¬ 
more the congregattorrs of the New Test- 
ament were inienscly missionary In both 
spirit and practice.

"The dlfdple* met on the flr^i day of 
the week to celehmie tho Lord’s Rupper.

They ty^’er 
used Instrumental mtuiic In worship, but 
In recelvln.; the command to praise God.

It was stated here yealerrtay by a 
friend that Oov, J. C. P. Blackburn 
would resign as Governor of tKe Pan¬ 
ama Canal Zone on the day that Presi¬ 
dent Taft returned from hta trip 
around the l*nltod Statea. November 
10. Gov. Blackburn la now at his 
homo In Veraalllea, Ky, He expeota to 
leave th»-re for Washington within the 
next week. It la said that hr will then 
tender hla mantle to the Preuldeni. 

Gov. Ftlttckbum la said to have wear¬ 
ied of life In the Canal Zone, where a 
nujorlty of the Inhabitants apeak a 
languagp with which he la not familiar. 
l£e la declared to have l>een homesick 
for Kentucky and hla friends during 
the entfro lime of hla two yeara and 
a half on the canab Lovo of Ken¬ 
tucky and QuIet Is given as the sole 
reaeon for Gov. Blackburn> desire to 
eurrendcr the reins of government In 
Panama. 

As Governor of Panama, Oov. Black- 
bum’s salary la 912.000. He spent 
twenty years In tVaxhfngton as the 
Representative of Kentucky, being four 
times elected to the House and twlc* 
to the Senate. It la now Gov. Black- 
bum’s clealro to aoend the remainder 
^of his life In iho Commonwealth.

BROKE PROMISE 


Grinstead Held Out Cheap 
Water Id Campaign. 


RATES WENT UP SHORTLY 
AFTER ELECTION. 


APPEALS BY COTTAGERS OET NO 
RESPONSE. 


CITY COUNCIL ALSO INACTIVL 


When Mayor Grinstead waa making 
hla firat race for the office he now 
hetda he began the oaropalgn of prom- 
laea w*hlol) he baa not kepL 

One of promliea w*aji to make 

water rente ao cheap that the humbleet 
cottager might* afford to have water. 
Instead of making vrater rents cheaper, 
they have been advanced. Appeals to 
him from cottage neighborhoods fV^r 
public hydrants have been met with no 
relief. Appeals to htni f or pumpe that 
supfitled wholeaon^e wuter have been 
likewise una\-alHng. The Republloatt 
Oeneml Council baa been Just aa un- 
responsive» 

The Journeymen plumbers. w‘bo have 
done much In an effort to help the pub¬ 
lic with the MUiltary plumbing and 
pure water, tell the story w’ell. 

It ia as followa: 

In their campaign literature In an ef¬ 
fort to retain contpol of the city govern¬ 
ment. the IncumbeoU have made elate- 
ments attempting to borrow glory for the 
management of the water company. 

The aforesaid literature brings to our 
mlnda another promise broken by Mayor 
Orlnelead before his eleotinn in a speech 
delivered at Hnymarkel Square. He stated 
poeltIvHy.at lhat meeting that if elected 
Mayor he would see that the water ralea 
Were made eo low that the humblest cttl- 
sen could aJTord a plentiful supply of wa¬ 
ter. We desire to state that on June 16, 
1908, the journeymen plumbers requested 
a meeting with Mayor Grinstead regard¬ 
ing the water oompisny. 

We were granted an interview and call- 
ed the Mayor s attention to the action of 
the water company requiring a deposit 
of 120 oa each application for a service, 
and cited the facts that what f^'w pumps 
were not out of order were not fit for 
household purposes, and that this reattic, 
lion of the water company w'as a hard¬ 
ship upon the people of the poorer class 
especially. 

The Mayor promised to take the mat¬ 
ter up writh the Board of Waterworks 
which he did. 

The master plumbers then joined hands 
with the Journeymen In an effort to have 
the order rescinded. 

Protests were sent to all the commer¬ 
cial bodies and to each member of the 
General Council, aaklng their co-opera¬ 
tion. The committee on gas and water of 
ths General Council, to whegn the matter 
was referred, met with the ruumbers* Joint 
committee In the Council cnamber. where 
the statement of the plumbers was pub- 
Ikely made, ani after a short dlscuaslon 
Councilman Wills asked tk\* they ad¬ 
journ to meet at the water company's 
office. Councilman Schranx objected, atat- 
Ing lhat the Council chamber was the 
people’s forum and that the water board 
should he compelled to bring U\elr data 
to that place. Th^ Council comflilttee de¬ 
cided over Schnuix’g protest to do as Mr 
Wills suggested. Mr. Schranx posltlvHy 
refusing to go and telling the oommlttee 
that they could do as they pleased about 
the matter. 

Another meeting was held at the wafer 
company’s office. Mr. Grinstead was 
present, and for three and one-ha If hours 
the plumbers’ committee waa engaged In 
a very spirited discuaslon of tha merits 
of Its protest. 

The only concession granted was that 
the water board promised thst they would 
reduce the depoMt on ser\*lre from I 3 fi to 
t15, as thetr own sist^ments ahow)^ that 
tlie average cost of services was not 
more than thst amount. 

The only defense put up by the water 
Imard was that It was a business propo¬ 
sition and that the people could expect 
nothing from them but what they paid 
for 

The committee nn gas and water has 
never reported this matter hack ta ths 
body for action. Mr. Wills stating when 
asked what they had done about the msl- 
ter. that ihey had done nothing at all. and 
he asked thst w.^ withdraw It ’Phe com¬ 
mittee would not assent to this, so the 
matter stands at present (one year after 
the plea). *rhs public pumps are rapidly 
being abandoned and to our knowledge 
but one public hydrant has been tnstntted. 
whersos there should be at least 30# at 
this date 

We know that cottagers have sent rerw 
resentatlre men of ihelr neighborhoods 
to the Mayor’s office to ple^d with him 
to give them relief snd aaklng tlios If he 
cannot put a hydrant In the locality to 
kindly repair the corner pump. 

Thes'* appeals hnv:» been met with ths 
same kind of promises as were g’ven to 
the numbers’ I’nlon. and unless ihcre la 
some change In the nature of certain 
people they will ne%*er he futffllad.
